WHEN VAT VALVE*BURSTS 


Heavy Gas Flows I®to Digester 
Where Six Men Were Working; 
Only Three Escape.

‘BERLIN, N. H., Dec. 12.—Chlo- 
rine gas released by a_ bursting 
valve killed three men in the Bur- 
gess paper mill todav. 

An exhaust valve of an adjacent 
vat gave way and the heavy 
chlorine gas flowed along the floor 
of the room in which about 35 men 
were working. It poured down into 
a big 80-foot digester, where six 
men ‘were relining the vat with 
blocks of stone. When the workers 
smelled the gas they tried to climb 
out, but two fell back. One other 
died on reaching the surface. : 
Other workers were treated and 
sent home, and that section of the 
mill was closed for the day.

The December grand jury’s de- 
cision not to investigate the river- 
front bond issue election of Sep- 
tember, 1935, was based, the 


Post-Dispatch learned today, on the 
impression of a majority of the 
jurors that the riverfront memo- 
rial would be a “good thing” for 
St. Louis. and that the jury should 
do nothing which might jeopardize 
the undertaking. J 

Another factor in the jury’s de- 
cision was its reluctance to take on 
an intensive investigation because 
the Christmas holidays fall in-the 
period which in will serve. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller, 
in expectation that the grand jury 
would investigate this election, in 
which the Post-Dispatch estab- 
lished gross fraud, had organized 
the evidence he intended to offer 
and strongly urged the grand jury, 
at three conferences, to go ahead 
with the investigation. 


Will Try Next Jury. 


After the last of these meetings 
yesterday Miller announced to re- 
porters the grand jury’s decision. 
He said he was not authorized to 
discuss the reasons for that de- 
cision, but they were learned from 
another source. Miller said he was 
not prepared to submit any other 
phase of the election fraud inquiry 
to this grand jury, but that the 
next ‘or a subsequent one, 
will take up the riverfront bond 
issue election, 

The present grand jury, of which 
Patrick R. FitzGibbon is foreman, 
will serve until Jan. 29. A new 
grand jury will be impaneled with- 
in a few days after this one is dis- 
charged. : 

It was learned that those mem- 
bers of the grand jury who ob- 
jected to undertaking the bond is- 
sue election investigation had in 
mind that the injunction suit of 
riverfront property owners seeking 
to block the memorial will be con- 
sidered next month by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Washington, They were apprehen- 
sive that a grand jury investigation 
of the election might “stir up” 
something that would prejudice the 
case in favor of the memorial. 

Those who took this view spoke 
of the jobs that would be provided 
by construction of the memorial, 
and of the money that would be 
spent here for ‘materials. They 
suggested that the integrity of the 
election at which the city was au- 
thorized to issue $7,500,000 in bonds 
to pay its share of the cost of the 
memorial might be investigated of- 
ficially after the litigation pending 
in Washington had terminated. 

What Inquiry Showed. 

The Post-Dispatch investigation 
of that election proved fraud in 23 
precincts in 20 yards by test can- 
vasses of voters. Fraud was dem- 
onstrated in every one of the 19 
wards which gave the bond issue 
the necessary two-thirds majority. 
The recorded vote in favor of the 
bonds in those 19 wards was 89,892 
to 18,616, although in the other 
nine wards the bonds had but a 
slim majority, far short of the re- 
quired two-thirds. In the 23 pre- 
cincts in which Post-Dispatch re- 
porters made sample canvasses, 
they found 543 persons who voted 
against the bonds, although the of- 
pono vote in those precincts was 
ce ed as 8753 to 330 
the bonds. —

Passage of the standard milk 
control ordinance of the United 
States Public Health Service by a 
unanimous vote of the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday disposed of a] 
measure which aroused as much 
public interest and became the 
subject of as determined a fight 


as any legislation ever proposed 
Yin the history of ,St. Louis. 

On one side stood the distribu- 
tors, large and small, organized for 
purposes of mobilization as the 
Fresh Milk Association, and as 
their allies, the Sanitary Milk Pro- 
ducers and other co-operatives com- 
posed of farmers who had broken 
away from the predominant organ- 
ization and formed their own. Price 
haggling and other producer-dis- 
tributor disputes were forgotten as 
they stood shoulder to shoulder in 
the common cause against -the bill. 

Arrayed against them were 
Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck, the Consumers’ Council, 
and the St. Louis Medical Sociey, 
long advocates of the standard 
ordinance and veterans of unsuc- 
cessful legislative fights for its 
adoption. But they, too, gained al- 
lies by waging their campaign un- 
der the name of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee for the Standard Milk Con- 

Ordinance, and obtaining in- 

sements and 

‘mote than-100 other 
An Impressive Front. 

It was an impressive front that 
the Citizens’ Committee presented 
when it packed the aldermanic 
Chambers at hearings before the 
Public Welfare Committee, to which 
the bill was referred. Impressive, 
too, was the demonstration of sev- 
eral hundred farmers who crowded 
into the chamber to rub elbows 
with a handful of their erstwhile 
disputants, the distributors. 

However, the more impressive 
group in the eyes of the board, half 
of whom must retire if not re- 
elected next spring, were the advyo- 
cates of the bill: As one speaker for 
the producers remarked: “We farm- 
ers don't vote in St. Louis.” 

Although 667 other cities have 
adopted the standard ordinance, in- 
cluding Chicago. St. Louis will be 
the largest to include the degrad- 
ing provision as a method of en- 
forcement. The Board of Public 
Service is empowered to lower the 
grade of the product of any dis- 
tributor for violation of <he ordi- 
nance and to require him to label 
his bottles accordingly. 

Th.s was one of the two prin- 
cipal provisions to which the dis- 
tributors were unalterably opposed 
and to which advocates of the meas- 
ure were equally firmly committed. 


Other Source of Opposition, 


The other levied a tax of 4 cents 
on each 100 pounds of milk, amount- 
ing to about 1-11 of a cent a quart, 
to provide funds for adéquate in- 
spection of milk plants as well as 
farms. The distributors proposed to 
continue their voluntary contribu- 
tions, amounting to about $60,000 
a year, to finance inspection of 
farms only. Plants have been in- 
spected by a small force of city 
inspectors paid from a small ap- 
propriation from general city rev- 
enue. 


The producers’ objections cen- 
tered about the sections of the bill 
raising standards for milk, reducing 
the maximum bacteria content per-

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Albert Fred- 
erick Arthur George, second son of 
King George V, was proclaimed 
King-Emperor today in a medieval 
ceremony of pomp. He took the 
oath of accession at 11:45 a. m. as 
George VI, succeeding Edward VIII, 
who abdicated Thursday. 

The first public proclamation 
came from the balcony of Friary 
Court in St. James’g Palace, where

as a light rain fell. Later the pro- 
cession moved to Charing Cross, 
Temple Bar and the Royal Ex- 
change in the heart of the city, 
where the proclamation was again 
read. 

Coronation Announcement. 

King George VI will be crowned 
next May 12 in coronation cere- 
monies originally planned for his 
brother, Edward. Official an- 
nouncement of the coronation plans 
was made shortly before the new 
King was proclaimed. Peeresses 
attending the ceremonies next year 
will be required to wear coronets 
because George VI ascends the 
throne with a Queen. 

Representatives of the dominions 
pledged their loyalty to George VI 
immediately following the acces- 
sion proclamation at St. James's 
Palace. 

Members of the House of Com- 
mons, took the oath of allegiance 
to the new sovereign. Each mem- 
ber was sworn individually. Inthe 
House of Lords, where the Peers 
did likewise, the single throne under 
the canopy at the head of the cham- 
ber had been replaced by two 
thrones. 

Former King Edward VIII, who 
renounced the throne rather than 
give up Mrs. Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son, American divorcee, sailed from 
Portsmouth last night after a ra- 
dio farewell to the British people, 
He landed today at Boulogne, 
France then took a train for Basil 
Switzerland. It was understood he 
was bound for Innsbruck, Austria. 
Mrs. Simpson, meanwhile, remained 
at Cannes. 


Great Crowds Jam Streets.

_ for the next few months. Sales 
‘ have skyrocketed from the usual 
20,000,000 a day figure since the

drawn. :

Th® rep- 
resentative of the Irish Free State, 
whose Parliament today was de- 
bating the Accession act, was not 
among the dominion envoys. 

King AGeorge received the high 
commissioners for Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, the Union of 
South Africa, India and Southern 
Rhodesia. Each gave the new King 
a message of homage. In reply he 
thanked each one, asking them to 
convey his good wishes to their do- 
minions. 

At the conclusion of the council 
meeting the King walked down the 
grand staircase, out the palace door 
and re-entered his car. He smiled 
in acknowledgment of the crowd’s 
cheers aé the royal automobile car- 
ried him along the Mall to Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

Pageantry at Temple Bar. 

Swiftly the pageant moved on. 
In a cavalcade of royal carriages 
the medievally-attired officers went 
from St. James’s Palace to Charing 
Cross where the proclamation 
was cried out again. Down 
the Strand the procession moved 
to Temple Bar, ancient boundary 
between the city of Westminster 
and the city ot London. Here a 
silken cord barred the way to the 
King’s men, who were forbidden to 
set foot within the city of London 
until they obtained the Lord 
Mayor's permission “to pass Temple 
Bar.”

MOTHER TESTIFIES 
AND GIVES ALIBI 
—— 

Declares Daughter Was 
Home With Her at Time 
Price Baby Was Taken 
to Hospital. 


Cross examination of Mrs. Helen 
Berroyer, first to take the witness 
etand of four defendants on trial 
before Federal Judge George H. 
Moore on charges of using the 
mails to further. a scheme to de- 
fraud in the Muench baby hoax, 
was completed today by United 
States District Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton. 

Court was adjourned at 12:30 p. 
m. until Monday. 

The other defendants are Mrs, 
Nellie Tipton Muench, her husband, 
Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, and At- 
torney Wilfred Jones, baby broker. 
They are charged with using the 
mails in furtherance of a scheme 
t mulct Dr. Marsh Pitzman, 
wealthy and socially prominent 
physician, by making him believe 
a false story that Mrs. Muench was 
the mother of a child and he was 
the father. 

Blanton Refers to Notes. 

The District Attorhey, inquiring 
in a calm voice with a pad of note- 
paper in his hands to which he fre- 
quently referred, first directed Mrs. 
Berroyer’s attention to telephone 
calls she said she had _ received 
from Mrs. Grace Thomasson, Gov- 
ernment witness - and confessed 
participant in the haby plot. The 
witness recalled she testified yes- 
terday she received two telephone 
calls from Mrs, Thomasson after 
Nov. 15, 1935. 

Blanton then pointed out, read- 
ing from a transcript, that at Ka- 
hoka, Mo., where the same four de- 
fendants were convicted and fined 
for conspiracy in the baby case, she 
had testified she did not recall re- 
ceiving any calls after Nov. 15. The 
witness conceded that that was 
her answer. but went into a voluble 
explanation to the effect that “since 
this matter has become more seri- 
ous,” she had searched her memory 
more thoroughly, so that she now 
recalled the two calls to which’she 
referred yesterday. 

“Fooling a Boy Friend.” 

Next the District Attorney re- 
called that Mrs. Berroyer testified 
yesterday that Mrs. Thomasson 
fold her she had taken the Ware 
baby to fool “a boy friend, a 
wealthy cattleman from Texas.” 
Then, reading from the Kahoka 
transcript, he asked her if in that 
trial she had not quoted Mrs. 
Thomasson.as saying she intended 
to fool. not a dattleman, but a Mr. 
Taglibeau, a cleaner and dyer of 
New York. The witness said that 
if that was in the transcript she 
must have said it, but gave no ex- 
planation of the: change in her 
testimony. 

On direct examination Mrs. Ber- 
rover was not asked by her counsel 
to tell where she was on the eve- 
ning of Aug. 17-18, 1935, when the 


In previous 
Berroyer had told a 
strange yarn of being in the 
Muench home, of hearing Mrs. 
Muench in the ‘agonies of child- 
birth, of being told later by a mys- 
terious man, who ‘she presumed 
was a physician, that Mrs. Muench 
had given birth to a baby. 

The obvious stratagem in the 
omission of this testimony by the 
defense was to block cross-examina- 
tion on the story by the Govern- 
ment under the rule that cross- 
examination may not go beyond the 
scope of examination-in-chief. It 
worked. 

Saw Newly-Born Baby. 

Blanton asked if she had seen a 
newly-born baby the night of Aug. 
17- She replied that she had, be- 
fore counsel had time to object. 
Blanton then asked her where she 
Was that night, but defense objec- 
tions that he was going beyond the 
direct examination were sustained. 
Yesterday, Mrs. Berroyer had tes- 
ufied that her first husband, with 
whom she lived for 11 years in 
Haiti, was “an officer in the Ma- 
rine Corps.” On cross-examination, 
Blanton asked her if he was not a 
hon-commissioned officer. She first 
Said she did not know just what he 
Was, then said he was a lieutenant 
in the Haitian gendarmerie (which 
fas commanded by Marine non- 
Smmissioned officers) and that she 
did not know what his rank in the 
Marine Corps was. She said she 
thought it was a gunnery sergeant, 
or something like that.” 

Mrs. Berroyer was excused 
thortly after 11 o'clock, and the de- 
fense continued with presentation 
of other witnesses. 

Testimony of Mother.

She at- 
tempted to support with an alibi 
Mrs. Berroyer’s contention that she 
did not accompany Jones to the 
Jewish Hospital with the Price baby 
at 8 p. m., July 11. Her daughter, 
she said, was at the Pershing ave- 
nue apartment from 7 to 9 p. m., 
that evening, and her friend, Har- 
old Meyers (no relative), also was 
there. She said, as before, that 
she placed the time exactly because 
she received a telephone call at 
8:03 o’clock that evening’ about the 
condition of a friend who had been 
operated upon, and Mrs. Berroyer 
talked to the man calling. Mrs. Ber- 
royer had not testified to this on 
direct examination. 


Trip to Muench Home. 


The night of Aug. 17, when the 
Ware baby was taken from his 
mother, Mrs. Berroyer left home at 
9:30 p. m., saying she was going to 
the Muench home, and returned at 
12:50 a. m., Mrs. Meyers testified. 

She said she had been a friend of 
Mrs. Muench for nine years and 
observed signs of expectant mother- 
hood in Mrs. Muench as early as 
February, 1935. On Aug. 9, 1935, she 
saw Dr. Pitzman make a superfi- 
cial examination of Mrs. Muench at 
the Meyers apartment, and heard 
him say an early birth was indi- 
cated. A Government objection to 
the latter remark was sustained. 


Also bolstered by Mrs. Meyers 
was testimony by Mrs. Berroyer 
that Mrs. Thomasson had said, at 
a meeting in the Meyers apartment 
on Nov. 15, 1935, that she had taken 
the Ware baby and could ‘return it 
for money, and that when she re- 
turned from a trip to Kansas City 
with Mrs. Berroyer, Mrs. Thomas- 
son said she was “ready to tell the 
whole truth—that she had taken 
the baby for herself to shake down 
a friend. 

Mrs. Meyers also denied Mrs. 
Thomasson’s testimony that meet- 
ings, at which the scheme to de- 
fraud Dr. Pitzman was discussed, 
were held at Mrs. Meyer’s apart- 
ment. * 

The last question of the District 
Attorney was whether Mrs. Ber- 
royer ever had suffered a lapse of 
memory. The witness replied that 
she had, adding, “I didn’t see it.” 
The prosecutor did not pursue the 
line of questioning, and the wit- 
ness was wheeled out of the room. 
Later, when her daughter ‘returned 
to the stand she was asked the 
same question, whether she had 
suffered a loss of memory, and she 
replied she had not. 


Support of Alibi. 


Cross-examination of Mrs. Ber- 
royer was then completed. The next 
two witnesses supported the alibi 
which Mrs. Meyers had given for 
her daughter. One was Charles 
Gruet, a mechanic, who testified it 
was he who called Mrs. Berroyer 
at her mother’s home the evening 
of July 11, 1935. The other was Har- 
old Myers, now a boarder at Mrs. 
Meyers’ home, who said he was 
present when Mrs. Berroyer 
swered the phone. He denied he was 
present at a defense council at the 
Muench home the night of Oct. 20, 
1935. Mrs. Thomasson had said he 
was there at that time, when de- 
fense testimony in the habeas cor- 
pus suit of Anna Ware's to recover 
her baby was “rigged” at the con- 
ference.

Although Mrs. Berroyer’s story 
was cautiously clipped on her 35- 
minute direct examination yester- 
day afternoon to give the Govern- 
ment as little latiture as possible on 
cross-examination, she still repeated 
the two statements that caused her 
indictment on a perjury charge 
when she made then more than a 
year ago in the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals in the habeas corpus suit 
in which Anna Ware, unwed Penn- 
sylvania housemaid, recovered from 
the Muench home her baby, which 
had been pakmed off as Mrs. 
Muench’s in the scheme. 

These were categorical denials 
that she had been the nurse who 
helped yvunes to take the . Ware 
baby from its mother at the home 
of Mrs. Rebecca Winner, midwife, 
6015 Maple avenue, a few hours 
after it had been born, on the night 
of Aug. 17, 1935; and that she had 
been the woman who accompanied 
Jones when he took’the Price baby, 
predecessor to the Ware baby in the 
hoax, to the Jewish Hospital on 
July 11, 1935, where it died five 
days later, and who signed the 
— “Helen Meyers,” on a clothes 
slip. 


In presentation of the. Govern- 
ment’s case which ended shortly 
after noon yesterday, Anna Ware 
idenuried Mrs. Berroyer as_ the 
nurse who took Anna’s child; Flor- 
ence Shaw, a supervising nurse at 
Jewish Hospital, identified her as 
the woman who accompanied Jones 
to the hospital. with the Price 
child, and a handwriting expert 
identified. the signature, “Helen 
Meyers,” as in Mrs. Berroyer’s 
handwriting. 


Her testimony and the opening 
statement yesterday afternoon of 
Verne R. C. Lacy, counsel]. for 
Jones, indicated that the tactics of 
the state conspiracy trials would 
be maintained—that is of making 
Mrs. Thomasson the villainess of 
the piece, maintaining that what 
contacts the defendants had with 
her were in good faith, that she and 
not Mrs. Berroyer was the woman 
who accompanied Jones in both 
baby cases, and that she schnemed 
to make money by using the de- 
fendants. 

Outside of her denials of being

Boilermakers’ Union Spokesman 
Testifies at National Labor

Suggests the Bar Elect Judges. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ROF. TREIMAN’S able presentation 

of the problem of selecting Judges 
prompts me to suggest, after nearly 30 
years’ contact with the judicial system 
in a clerical capacity, that the best meth- 
od of selecting Judges is to let the whole 
bar do it—all that body of men and wom- 
en who have qualified under the statute 

. to practice law, and who reside in the 
jurisdiction of the courts affected. 

At first glance, it may appear that such 
a system would put control of an impor- 
tant branch of our government in the 
hands of a special class. So far as prac- 
tical workings are concerned, it is in the 
hands of that class anyhow, and anything 
which would perfect their control could 
only be an improvement. It should be 
remembered that no Judge takes any 
action at all until and unless the occa- 
sion for doing so is presented to the 
court by some lawyer, in the manner laid 
down by statute and rules of court, and 
then his. action is limited to the scope 
marked out and developed for him by 
the lawyers in the case. 

Moreover, that special class is a rep- 
resentative class, The interests of all are 
its interests, 

It is sometimes said that bar associa- 
tiong are controlled by cliques, and it 
might be feared that such a system would 
put the bench at the mercy of small 
groups of the more influential or aggres- 
sive lawyers, or lawyers who might have 
some special interest to serve. But no 
group of lawyers would for long control 
the judicial ballot if the whole bar had 
the electing of the Judges, and each man’s 
vote counted as much as any other man’s, 
and every lawyer knew that his might 
be the deciding vote. 

And, if members of the profession of 
high ability and integrity as men and 
lawyers knew they had only the legal pro- 
fession to campaign to, they would be 
freer to stand for office. Good men could 
be relied on to offer themselves, because 
most lawyers covet judicial honor, and 
will abandon lucrative practice for it, if 
the chances of election and re-election 
are good, and may be expected to depend 
on how they acquit themselves as law- 
yers, which is their strength, rather than 
as politicians, which is a good lawyer's 
weakness, Such a candidate would need 
no campaign expense or “scramble,” since 
he could rely on his professional prestige.

' To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ISING construction-costs and rents 

should lead consumers of housing ac- 
commodations, home owners and flat or 
apartment tenants, to investigate the ben- 
efits of co-operative housing. 

An organized group of would-be home 
owners could select undeveloped acreage 
within reach of the various public im- 
provements and utilities, subdividing and 
developing the land at cost, without hav- 
ing to pay a heavy toll to the land spec- 
ulator. The burden of unused utilities 
could be kept to a minimum, Communi- 
ties whose building code penalizes up-to- 
date construction could be passed by for 
those allowing durable construction. 

The designing and planning of the resi- 
dences could be handled on a large scale, 
consistent with good quality and design, 
in order to insure livable accommodations 
and a low rate of residence and com- 
munity depreciation. Economies could be 
realized in plan and construction, and 
waste space and materials kept to a min- 
imum, Standardized and pre-fabricated 
construction and power equipment could 
be used so far as feasible. Large-scale 
buying and continuous production would 
help keep construction costs down. Fi- 
mancing costs could he kept to a mini- 

;mum through the use of co-operative 
credit, insurance funds and possibly Fed- 
eral credit. Home ownership would again 

_ become a community ideal. 

_ Perhaps the most important single 
benefit from such a development would 
be the rediscovery of the values of com- 
‘munity living. Co-operative neighborhood 
‘projects could tren increase rec- 
reational opportunity.. A variety of co- 

operative services might be entered upon,

The Labor party might have been expected to leap 
eagerly to the defense of a King who was their 
champion. But it didn't. It took the side of the 
Cabinet, with the explanation that if the King were 
allowed to override the advice of his Ministers, par- 
liamentary rule in England would be endangered. 
And the Communist party organ, which certainly 


‘|would express the proletarian point of view, said: 


“There is no crisis in al] this business for the work- 
ing class.” 

We quoted yesterday the constitutional viewpoint 
of Prof. Harold J. Laski, brilliant Labor spokes- 
man. Now let usa hear from Ellen Wilkinson, Labor 
M. P. for Jarrow, in England's most distressed re- 
gion. Miss Wilkinson spoke in St. Louis last year, 
and her address left no question of her sympathy for 
the workers. In a radio address a few days ago, she 
stated her own opposition to the King, and then re- 
ported the feeling in her constituency: 

In Jarrow, the royal family has been very pop- 
ular, particularly the King, because he had been 
up there when Prince of Wales and had: seen 
himself. what conditions were like. But I was 
up there on Saturday, speaking on things and 
being in touch with the people, and I found that 
in the North they were solidly against him. ,.. 
They were very much of the opinion that the 
lady he had chosen—by the fact of her divorces— - 
was definitely unsuitable for the throne. 

It was stated by competent observers that if the 
issue had come to a vote, Edward would have had 
less than 60 supporters in Commons. Surely, in a 
democratically elected body of 615 members, the work- 
ing people (if their fate had been at stake) would 
have had more friends than that. 

After the abdication, tha bars were down for frank 
speech in Parliament. Mr. Baldwin and the Cabinet 
were bitterly criticised in several addresses, but not 
by one speaker were they accused of forcing the 
King’s departure so that the privileged class might 
grind the faces of the poor. Josiah Wedgwood, a 
Laborite ‘who early in the controversy moved a vote 
of confidence for the King, announced he had no 
regrets that his motion had failed. 

Edward doubtless had the welfare of the people at 
heart. He did not lose his throne for that reason, 
however, He ran up against what the London .Times 
called “the hard core of British tradition of con- 
duct.” And certainly that tradition is not held by 
the aristocracy alone. 

The feeling against divorce is widespread among 
all classes. In any community, in fact, the spectacle 
of a bachelor courting a married’ woman would be 
viewed with disfavor. All groups stood united on the 
constitutional issue, as well; al] felt that it would 
be an evil day if the King could overrule his Min- 
isters, the representatives of the people. 

This is not to suggest that all England is united 
on every policy of the Cabinet. Doubtless more 
should be done for depression gufferers. But, in the 
words of Wickham Steed, publicist and lecturer, “If 
incompetent Ministers have to be got rid of, we can 
do it”--without permitting the King to exceed his 
prerogative. ! 

The picture of Edward as the victim of a Tory plot 
is an entertaining one. It will not survive long, how- 
ever, for it simply does not fit the facts, 
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A PLANETARIUM FOR ST. LOUIS? 

The visit to St, Louis of Franz Fieseler of Jena, 
Germany, has served the good purpose of reviving 
discussion of the erection of a planetarium in St. 
Louis. Much talked about several years ago, the pro- 
posal has lain more or less dormant recently, Mean- 
while, the idea is being taken up in other cities. The 
Adler planetarium, which many persons describe as 
the most worthwhile thing at Chicago’s Century of 
Progress Exposition, is no longer the only one in the 
country. Similar apparatus has been set up in New 
York, Philadelphia and Los Angeles. Detroit will 
soon begin construction of a fifth, while plans for 
others are under way in San Francisco and Boston. 
The United States is beginning to catch up, but it 
is still far behind Europe, which has 16 planetaria. 

There can be no question as to the desirability of 
having a planetarium in a large metropolitan cen- 
ter. No other device disseminates so simply to large 
audiences so much scientific information about the 
heavens and the solar system. The subject should be 
kept alive.

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A HANDSOME CHRISTMAS GIFT. 

The unprecedented outpouring of public opinion in 
behalf of the standard milk ordinance got results, The 
Board of Aldermen, under suspension of the rules, 
passed it yesterday by unanimous vote, after the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee, only the day before, had unan- 
imously recommended its passage. Mayor Dickmann 
announced some time ago that he would sign it. 
Fortunately, all the proposed weakening amend- 
ments were rejected before passage of the bill. In 
doing this, the Aldermen accurately gauged public 
opinion, The people have noted the successive official 
reports on the undesirable aspects of the community’s 
milk situation. They have seen how the standard 
ordinance has worked in other cities in correcting 
similar conditions, They have witnessed the failure

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THE MAYOR’S SMOKE ORDINANCE. 


It would be a great mistake to suppose that Mayor 
Dickmann's smoke ordinance, introduced yesterday, 
contains a sovereign cure for the problem. It is es- 
sentially a proposal to abate, not to eliminate, Its 
maximum effect, if it be assumed that no revolution- 
ary changes in the’fuel situation occur in the mean- 
time, could not be felt until after a period of years. 

The ordinande is based upon a 60-day study made 
by Osborn Monnett, consulting fuel engineer of Chi- 


cago, at the behest of the Board of Aldermen. Mr. |. 


Monnett, however, placed the emphasis on the use of 
stdkers in large heating plants and, in the case of 
heating plants, on the development of a smoke- 
fuel to be made from Illinois coal. He pointed 
out that technological advances bave reached the 
point. where it has become profitable for private en- 
terprise to place such a fuel on the market. In four 
or five years, Mr. Monnett thinks, this smokeless fuel 
can be sold at such a price as to drive raw coal 
from the market. . 
Mayor Dickmann's ordinance departs from the 
general Monnett plan in placing emphasis upon fuel 
control, Section 18 provides that coal containing in 
excess of 12 per cent of ash or 2 per cent of sulphur 
shall be washed before it is brought into St. Louis. 
Just how éfficacious the washing process would be 
remains to be seen. It does not hold out the same 
promise as a thoroughly processed fuel, It would not 
produce a smokeless fuel. 
Perhaps the principal effect of the washing would 
be to reduce the amount of cheap Belleville coal, high 


in sulphur and ash content, that is being trucked |. 


over the Municipal Bridge. Whereas many of the big 
mines already have coal-washing equipment, the small 
ones have not and their business might be damaged 
by the requirement. In turn, the washed coal is 
likely to be of a higher price, which would cause 
protest and make enforcement of the ordinance more 
difficult, 

The bill creates a separate smoke divisfon in the 
Department of Public Safety, with a commissioner, 
a deputy, eight insnectors and a clerical force. There 
would also be an appeal board. Persons making new 
heating installations, or repair of old ones, would 
have to submit plans and obtain permits. Penalties 
are provided for dense emission of smoke, . 

In presenting this bill, the city administration h 
taken bolder action toward the smoke problem than 
it has heretofore, aud conditions are so bad that 
almost any kind of action is preferable to none. The 
Board of Aldermen may expect strong opposition from 
the truckers and small dealers, but any approach to 
the problem always brings cries from some quarter. 
Meanwhile, the ordinance proposal should stimulate 
study leading to a plan which will not merely abate 
smoke, but eliminate it. 
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ALGOA. 


The intermediate State reformatory at Algoa has 
been a source of much pride to Missouri in the few 
years of its operation, Predicated on the belief of 
penologists that youthful offenders should not be 
thrown with confirmed criminals in penitentiaries, 
the new reformatory has come to be known through- 
out the country as an institution which teaches gain- 
ful occupations at the same time that it disciplines 
offenders for their wrongdoing. 

Attorney-General McKittrick’s current investigation 
into the administration of Algoa, therefore, is a mat- 
ter of concern to the whole State, It is too early to 
evaluate the evidence as yet, but on the basis of the 
testimony thus far, it would seem that some of 
the punishment administered has been too severe.

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MADRID’S GALLANT RESISTANCE, 


It was almost six weeks ago that the siege of Madrid 
began. The outlook for the Spanish Government was 
of the darkest. Gen. Franco's forces had won an 
unbroken series of victories since they began the 
ingurrection four months before, The Government 
had fled from Madrid to Valencia. It seemed only 
a matter of a few days until the Fascist rebels would 
enter the capital and end that important phase of 
the war. 

Instead, the People’s Front hag rallied and has held 
off the rebel advance in a gallant defense that has 
amazed the world. Madrid has undergone merciless ar- 
tillery attacks and aerial bombings, Its garrifon has 
had to throw back the attacks of fierce Moors and 
dogged Foreign Legionnaires at the city’s gates and 
in the suburbs. The people have had to endure severe 
physical hardships, and the nervous strain of the air 
raids, which have killed 2000 or more inhabitants, 
including many women and children. Yet the fall 
of Madrid seems more remote than a month ago. 

Why this surprising turn of events? The spirit of 


the people must be noted, first of all. These citizens 


have determined to die rather than submit to the 
Fascists. But morale cannot hold back an army 
without physical means of applying it. Under fire, 
Government troops have become hardened, trained, 
better organized. Supplies of armaments bave been 
arriwng, some from Russia, some smuggled from 
France. Probably mote important than this help is 
that now coming from Catalonia. Early in the war, 
the Catalans, conimitted to autonomy, had held aloof 
from aiding Madrid, In addition, volunteers from 
abroad are now giving effective service in the defend- 
ing forces. 

Franco is devoting all his energies to his task of 
taking Madrid. He is being cheered on and aided by 
his allies, Italy and Germany, But Madrid’s Gov- 
ernment has shown that its popular support and its 
military strength are still something to reckon with.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 12.— A 
peace and security proposal ad- 
yanced yesterday by the United 
States, Argentina and Brazil won 
the approval today of representa- 
tives of all of the 21 nations partici- 
pating in the Inter-American Con- 
ference. ; 

The proposal provides for consul- 
tation to arrange for inter-Amert- 
ean co-operation in the event Amer- 
ican peace is threatened from 
abroad or within and for concilia- 
tion and arbitration to settle Amer- | 
ican disputes. 

It was submitted to Carlos Saav- 
edra Lamas, Argentine foreign min- 
ister and chairman of the confer 
ence, initialed by all the countries 
represented except Paraguay. Short- 
ly afterward the Paraguayan dele- 
gation gave its approval. 

Secretary of State Hull of the 
United .States said the plan con- 
veyed “the strongest guarantee for 
peace this continent ever had.” He 
added it. provided safeguards 
against threats to peace from any 
source, through Intter-American 
wars, or from any war outside the 
Americas. 

The text has not yet been pub- 
lished. 

The plan still had to go through 
routine committee examination and 
then be formally submitted to the 
conference at a full session, but 
its approval by the conference was 
regarded as certain. After that, it 
would be cent to the Legislatures 
ef the various countries. In the 
United States, ratification by the 
Senate is necessary. 

The word. “permanent,” which 
the plan originally bore in its title, 
was.removed, it was said, at the 
request of Argentina, which op- 
posed giving the impression that 
a rigid, permanent organization 
was being established, in view of 
its desire to co-operate with. the 
League of Nations. 

Uruguay's project for a five-year 
Inter-American tariff truce met 
what appeared to be insufmount- 
able opposition in a sub-committee. 

Various sources asgerted, after a 
meeting of the sub-committee on 
tariff and reciprocal trade, that 
the group agreed it was useless to 
try to get unanimous consent to 
any resolution urging no increases 
in ariffs for a fixed period.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 12.—Great 
Britain informed the United States 
yesterday that it was defaulting on 
its war debt again on Dec, 15, but 
left the door gpen for a new dis- 
cussion. 


The British note omitted the 
usual statement that Great Britain 
was unable to meet the regular in- 
stallments on its $5,029,163,198 to- 
tal debt, which have been in default 
since 1933, 

Instead of the customary state- 
ment that the British Government 
had found no new reasons to war- 
rant a resumption of payment, the 
British note merely repeated pre- 
vious assertions that th. British 
Government “will be glad to reopen 
negotiations whenever circum- 
stances are such as to warrant the 
hope that a satisfactory result 
might be reached.” 

‘It was emphasized in official 
quarters here, that no formal ap- 
proach has been made to the Unit- 
ed States Government by Britain. 

Finland to Meet Payment. 

On Dec. 15, Britain will owe $117,- 
670,765 ag its regular semiannual 
payment plus $668,474,071 already 
in arrears, Finland, owing on Dec. 
15 an installment of $231,315, is the 
only one of 13 debtor nations which 
has continued to pay regularly, Al- 
ready it has announced that the De- 
cember installment will be met 
promptly. 

All the other countries are ex- 
pected to default again, although 
France may take the opportunity 
to present a specific proposal far 
adjusting its debt. 

The British note was in response 
to the routine reminder of the pay- 
mentg due, sent to the debtor na- 
tions twice yearly by the State De- 
partment. In these communications 
the United States Government's 
readiness to consider any proposal 
for settlement is emphasized,

Sixteen Tflood 
lights have been installed for night 
exhibitions. Overhead are hung bas- 
kets of ferns and philodendrons, a 
vine with a down-growing habit. 
The expansive beds, some of them 
of solid red, and others of solid 
pink, making a striking masse effect, 
are arranged to include two pools 
at either end both ends of the 
Jewel Box, 

Informal Display. 

While the designs at the Garden 
and the Jewel Box are formal, Jo- 
seph Steurer, manager of the Board 
of Education greenhouses, has cre- 
ated an informal garden display in 
his exhibition house, only 30 by 90 
feet long. 

The picture shown is divided in 
the center by a vine-covered rock 
foot-bridge, which arches over a 
pool, framed in aquatic plants, On 
both sideg of the pool are plant- 
covered rock grottos, from which 
streams trickly over the rocks to 
the pool below. | 

Actoas the pool at the far end 
of the house is a cedar tree, trim- 
med with colored lights, There are 
five beds of pink and red poinset- 
tias around which a rock walk 
winds from end to end of the house, 
circling the Christmas tree, Ste- 
vias and foliage plants are ar- 
ranged jn the borders, and pink and 
yellow cascade chrysanthemums 
are hung overhead. <A feature of 
the display is a clerodendron, or 
Glory Vine, with crimson flowers 
held in white bracts, 

The three displays will be main- 
tained until after New Year's Day.

The other was 
to prevent economic loss by exclud- 
ing coal from Southern [Illinois 
which forms an important part of 
the St. Louis trade territory. 

E. J. Wallace, St. Louis coal 
dealer, in a statement issued yester- 
day, hailed the proposed ordinance 
as one which should meet approval 
by the coal trade. He said some 
requirements should be _ revised, 
however. 

Clarence G. Stiehl of Belleville, 
president of the St. Clair-Madison 
Counties Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, differed with Wallace. 

He contended the required wash- 
ing. of coal would ent@il a prohibi- 
tive expense for producers of low 
grade fuel and raise the retail price 
about 50 per cent. In the Belleville 
district, he said, not more than half 
the producers could afford partici- 
pation even in establishment of a 
co-operative washer. 

About 85 per cent ofe the coal 
mined in the Belleville district is 
marketed in St. Louis. 


PROSECUTOR TELLS WHAT

Finnegan Talks About State Law 
at Conference With Police 
Captains. 

Followng a conference today with 
district police captains, Prosecuting 
Attorney James P. Finnegan speci- 
fied some of the articles which 
storekeepers might sell on Sunday 
without violating the State law lim- 
iting Sunday sales to drugs and 
immediate necessaries. 

Drug stores, besides dispensing 
drugs, will be allowed to operate 
soda fountains on Sunday, but no 
other merchandise may be sold. 
Filling stations will be permitted 
to sell gasoline and oil, but .not 
accessories. Groceries must remain 
closed, and a test case is planned 
to establish whether delicatessen 
products are immediate necessaries. 

Last Sunday two employes of the 
Katz Drug Co. were arrested for 
selling a radio set. Prosecutor Fin- 
negan subsequently announced that 
no warrants would be issued in the 
case, but that police would be in- 
structed to enforce strictly the Sun- 
day law in the future.

SET UP HOME FOR AGED 


Spent Virtually. All Her $440,- 


000 Inheritance—Little Left, 
Says Executor. 


Mrs. Carrie Elligson Gietner, 


founder of a home for the aged, 


crippled and convalescent at 5523 
Virginia avenue, who died Dec. 3, 
before her death turned over most 
of her $440,000 estate, which she in- 
herited five years ago from her hus- 
band, to the corporation controlling 
the home, Werner Hencke, executor 


of her estate and superintendent of 
the home, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today. 

Mrs. Gietner, 76 years old, was 
the widow of Charles Gietner, drug- 
gist and former president of the 
St. Louis College of Pharmacy. Her 
will, filed Thursday, left the bulk 
of her estate to Hencke in trust 
for the home, but he said he an- 
ticipated the estate would consist 
of little more than her personal ef- 
fects. 

The corporation, known as the 
Carrie Elligson Gietner Home, Inc., 
was chartered under a pro forma 
decree about the time the institu- 
tion was opened in 1933, Hencke 
said. Mrs. Gietner was president, 
Walter J. G. Neun, attorney and 
former president of the Board of 
Aldermen, became vice-president, 
and Hencke, secretary-treasurer, 
the latter said. 

From time to time Mrs. Gietner 
turned over assets to the corpora- 
tion, to be used for the benefit of 
the home, the last such transaction 
being about a year ago when she 
gave $81,000, Hencke asserted. The 
corporation is now worth at least 
$400,000, he estimated, about half of 
which is in reali estate and half in 
securities. The real estate includes 
the home property, a three-story, 
12-room house worth about $40,000 
including equipment, Hencke said. 

Hencke, a plumbing contractor, 


who resides above his plumbing of- 
fice at 2335 South Grand boulevard, 
in property owned by the home, 
said he and Neun planned, in ac- 
cordance with provisions of her 
will, to increase the corporation 
board of directors to five or seven 
members and to enlarge the home 
substantially from its present ca- 
pacity of only 12 persons. There are 
at present nine residents. 
plans for expansion were inter- 
rupted by the illness preceding 
Mrs. Gietner’s death, according to 
Hencke.

He said he thought the enlarged 


home would win wide-spread public 
approval, and perhaps contributions 
from wealthy persons, because of 
the unique character of its objec- 
tive—to provide a permanent resi- 
dence for aged persons suffering 
disabilities. Other old folks’ homes 
here do not accept applicants who 
are crippled, paralyzed or otherwise 
disabled, he said. | 
The home is free for those unable 
to pay and others are charged 
within their means up to a maxi- 
mum of $1000 for life care, he ex- 
plained. All but two of the present 
residents are free cases, he said. 
Hencke added that he serves as 
superintendent without pay and 
that he also pays rent for his liv-

Offshore Operators and Coast 
Sailors Union Schedule Fur- 
be ther Conferences,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—New 
peace discussions between offshore 
shipping liries and one large union 
in the Pacific coast maritime strike 
were scheduled for today, while

The first question was the right 
to take oral testimony at the hear- 
ing before the commissioner con- 
cerning what happened at the 
poard meeting Nov. 10, when.the 
poard president announced the pro- 
testants would not be heard. It 
nas been shown that the board 
had a stenographic transcript of 
what.was said at the meeting, and 
this was held to be the best evi- 
dence, but the plaintiffs’ counsel 
pointed out that production of the 
transcript before the commissioner 
could not be compelled. 

Question of Privilege. 

The second question, which arose 
yesterday, bore on the privilege of 
inquiring into the discussion at the 
informal gathering of board mem- 
bers at dinner pre@éeding the No- 
vember meeting, when, it was un- 
derstood, the members were polled 
and a majority opposed hearing the 
site protest. 

Emmet T, Carter, attorney for 
the board, and James E. Garstang, 
associated with him, offered to let 
the plaintiffs’ lawyers, led by Jus- 
tice of the Peace George L. Vaughn, 
examine the pertinent part of the 
transcript. This, however, was not 
accepted by Vaughn. Commission- 
er Green suggested also that the 
plaintiffs could require production 
of the transcript before Judge Ho- 
gan and then have it photostated 
for further reference. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Henry J. Gerling, the only witness 
heard yesterday, testified that he

BIGAMY COMPLAINANT 
GOES BACK TO HUSBAND 


Wife Won’t Prosecute Angelo 
Lodotto on Charge 
She Brought. 


While St. Charles County author- 
ities held a warrant charging An- 
gelo Lodotto, thrice married before 
his nineteenth birthday, with big- 
amy, the youth was on his way to 
California today with his second 
wife, who caused the charge to be 
filed last month. 

Lodotto, who inherited $24,000 at 


the death of his mother last May, 
did not appear before Justice of 
the Peace J. Edward White of St. 
Charles yesterday, but his attorney 
was present with word ‘hat the wife, 
formerly Gracia Scorfina, was in 
Kansas City on ker way west with 
her husband and would not prose- 
cute him. 

Prosecuting Attorney Joseph B. 
Wentker of St. Charles said that if 
Lodotto continued to be absent, for- 
feiture of his $2500 bond, signed by 
M. Levin, would be sought. 

Lodotto first got into trouble with 
authorities in February, 1935, when, 
St. Louis police said, he admitted 
he had just married 19-year-old Bon- 
nie McNicholas, 3964 Labadie ave- 
nue, at St. Charles, while still mar- 
ried to Miss Scorfina. 

His marriage to Miss Scorfina, he 
said, had been arranged by his 
mother, an Italian woman of the old 
school. So after that marriage, in 
California in the autumn of 1934, he 
returned to St. Louis with his bride, 
he went on, and married the girl 
of his choice. The bride of his 
choosing left him and went home, 
he added, when he told her he was 
already married. 

Both girls said they loved Lodotto. 
His mother’s comment was, “He’s 
young and wild and he’s got no 
sense.” He had married a third 
girl in 1934, shortly after his seven- 
teenth birthday, but that marriage 
had been annulled.

MOVE NERS ADVISED 
TO DROP ‘BANK NET 


C. J. Pettijohn Says Lodges 
and Churches Will Take It 
Up and Empty Theaters. 


Movie theater owners who use 
“bank night” and similar audience- 
attracting schemes were advised 


yesterday to drop them “like a hot 
potato” by Charles C, Pettijohn, 
counsel for the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributers of America. 

Pettijohn addressed the annual 
meeting of the Motion Picture The- 
ater Owners of St. Louis, Eastern 
Missouri and Southern [Illinois at 
Hotel Coronado. More than 100 
members attended. 

“The situation isn’t bad in this 
area like it is in New England,” 
he said. “Don't start what you can’t 
finish. Lodges and churches will 
take up the lottery games and 
empty your theaters here as they 
have done in the East.” 

Reply for the Owners. 

After he had finished speaking, 
Fred Wehrenberg, president of the 
district owners’ association, replied 
that the operators, under the pres- 
ent booking system, must take the 
“flop” pictures as well as the good 
ones and that a stimulant is needed 
at times to attract people to the 
theaters. 

Pettijohn answered that the gen- 
eral practice of showing two feature 
pictures on one program had forced 
the producers to make “cheap, poor 
movies.” “I know of no business 
where it is as easy to make a living 
as the movie business, ‘but stick to 
your duty of furnishing good, 
wholesome entertainment,” he said. 

Explaining the position of the 
movie producers, with whom the 
exhibitors are frequently at odds, 
Pettijohn pointed out that the pic- 
ture makers invest large amounts 
in movies and cannot tell until they 
are finished whether “they have a 
masterpiece or a bushel of cellu- 
loid.” : 

Regulatory on. 

The president of the theater own- 
ers’ national organization, E. L. 
Kuykendall of New York, asked the 
exhibitors to oppose the passage of 
national legislation which would 
regulate the sales policy of the or- 
ganization. 

“There must be a sane and sensi- 
ble way of buying and selling in 
this business, but Government con- 
trol of this would be an entering 
wedge for further regulation and 
interference,” he said. “Local boards 
of concilation composed of an equal 
number of representatives of dis- 
tributers and exhibitors can settle 
our difficulties.” 

Wehrenberg complained of the 
“bargain hour” practice by which 
customers are admitted in early 
evening at neighborhood theaters 
at reduced rates. He said it creat- 
ed a false public impression of the 
prosperity of movie theaters and led

Mann, 1929 Nobel prize winner in 
literature, now an exile from Ger. 
many, in a letter written from 
Zurich-Kuessnacht, Switzerland, to 
the New York Times, commends 
and indorses the German Academy 
in New York, an offspring of the 
American League for German Cul- 
tural Freedom. 

“My heart says yea to it and my 
good wishes are with it—the wishes 
of a German to whom it would be 
a heavy blow if the word German 
should become, without any mitigat- 
ing connotation, merely another 
name for threats of war, coercion 
of the spirit and of other peoples,” 
Mann says. 

The protest that arises within 
him against “harnessing of culture 
to the political chariot, seems to 
me, at least, genuinely German and 
entirely normal.” 

German culture, he says, has 
never been confined to the geogra- 
phical borders of the nation and to 
profess the conviction that there 
should remain alive “a tradition of 
German cultug@,outside the sphere 
of dictatorship—a sphere contr 
by men unfamiliar with the prere- 
quisites of spiritual creativeness,” 
is a task not for “us emigants,” but 
for the world,

You Remember Pigs 
Is Pigs? 


A Rift in Ireland. 
She Bears the Brunt.

OU remember “pigs is pigs”; 
y the station master had to tele- 
graph headquafters, “impos- 
sible to stop shipping guinea pigs,” 
they were arriving so rapidly from 
the other world. It seems equally 
impossible to stop writing about the 
former King Edward and Mrs. 
Simpson; news is born more rap- 
idly than you can tell about it. 
After the party is over, the family 
sweeps up the debris, sits down to 
breathe and wait for the next party. 
This country also will breathe and 
rest; you might have thought that 
a King of our own had been thrown 
out ungratefully. But, before rest 
comes, the last fragments of news 
must be cleared up. 


The King’s grandfather. Edward 
VII, son of Victoria, father of King 
George V, was mistaken in his pre- 
diction that his grandson Edward 
“would be the last King of En- 
gland.” 

The former King of England has 
signed his name “Edward R. I,” 
meaning Rex Imperator, “King Em- 
peror,” for the last time, after reign- 
ing only 325 days, and already a 
new King prepares for another cor- 
onation. 


But how many more will there 
be, after George VI? 

The first little rift within the 
British imperial lute comes from 
the Irish Free State. De Valera in- 
troduces in the Dail Eireann a bill 
abolishing the British office of Gov- 
ernor General. Other sections of 
the big Empire may ask, “If Bald- 
win can throw out one English 
King, why can we not throw out 
all English Kings?” 


To many, the King’s farewell 
broadcast to his empire seemed 
rather an anti-climax. 

When the solemn _ philosopher, 
Charles Edward Russell, first came 
to New York with his friend Nel- 
son Hersh, their Pullman car went 
off the track and leaned over. All 
the other passengers had dressed, 
packed their things and were about 
to leave the car, when Russell 
awoke, put his head through the 
curtains of his berth and yelled: 
“This car is off the track, I tell 
you.” Everybody knew that al- 
ready; he yelled too late. 

The former King of England 
might have used the radio advan- 
tageously 48 hours earlier, and he 
might have kept his crown; but 
possibly he was glad to be rid of it. 


George Bernard Shaw says that, 
while the British throne has re- 
ceived the “severest jolt since it 
was instituted,” its occupant (King 
Edward) “has chucked it, because 
he does not think the throne is 
worth while sitting on.” 

Bernard Shaw says the former 
King never liked the royal job. 
Those who met him in America 
when he was Prince of Wales felt 
that he was not eager to inherit 
the throne and its responsibilities, 
not at all like young Alexander, 
afraid that his father, Phillip, would 
conquer everything, leaving nothing 
for him to do. 


When you have “everything” 
from the start, that usually dis- 
courages ambition. You do not 
find the sons of railway kings 
building new railways. One young 
man whose father owned one of 
the greatest newspapers in Amer- 
ica said he would not mind own- 
ing the paper and running it, “if 
it did not take too much of my 
time.” 

Whatever may result from 
throwing a good, hard-working 
King into the waste basket, at 
least the people's boast, “the King 
reigns but does not govern, is up- 
held. He does not govern himself, 
poor man. He cannot even marry 
the lady of his choice, without giv- 
ing up his throne, 


As for Mrs. Simpson, she, as 
usually happens to women, has the 
worst of it. Threatening and abu- 


‘ sive letters come to her from “loyal 


Britishers” who want to know how 
She dared ensnare their innocent 
King. It is even. thought neces- 
sary to have her food examined 
to make sure that it is not poi- 
soned, 

And she has a rather dreary life 
ahead, apart from her personal 
fondness for the former King. As 
the wife of an ex-King, she must 
live demurely, in a fashion con- 
trary to the nature of any normal, 
high-spirited American girl. 

She will be watched, criticised 
as though she were Queen Mary 
herself, and she will be only “Mrs. 
Windsor,” in the eye of the law; 
perhaps “The Duchess of So and 
So” socially. And Continental Eu- 
rope swarms with Duchesses and 
Princesses. 


When the King abdicated, Amer- 
ican stocks jumped up, even cotton 
and wheat increased in price. How 
do you explain that? Stock spec- 
ulators perhaps said to themselves, 
“Englishmen will be frightened, 
sell the r own stocks and buy 
ours.” Wheat speculators may look 
for an earlier war, with England 
upset. That expectation would help 
cotton prices, also,

The department 1, 
already has received about 2m 
for the new stamp through 
Philatelic Agency at Washing. 
All orders for the 1-cent Army 
Navy stamps should be sent sep. 
and not with orders for 
other stamps to avoid confusion. 
The Postoffice department has 
already received more than 40,000 
requests for first day covers at the 
Washington Postoffice. Requests ara 
still arriving at the rate of 100 
daily. The Philatelic Agency will 
not handle first-day covers. The 
Washington Postoffice will not ac. 
cept personal checks or stamps for 
the payment of postage on first. 
day covers and they are not re 
sponsible for cash mailed in envel 
opes. 
The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has started printing the 
l-cent Army and 1-cent Navy com- 
memoratives, The remainder of 
Army-Navy series, consisting of 
eight denominations, four each for 
the Army and Navy in the two, 
three, four and five cent denomina- 
tions, will be issued some time in 
January and thereafter every two 
or three weeks until all denomina- 
tions have been released. 
Further announcement concer 
ing these additional values will be 
released by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment within a few weeks. 
For the first time in history the 
Postoffice Department has released 
advance reproductions of the de. 
signs to be used on forthcomin 
issues. The first stamps to be so 
treated are the Army-Navy con. 
memoratives. The li-cent Army 
stamp will bear in the corners por- 
trait busts in medallions of George 
Washington to the left and to the 
right Nathaniel Greene. In the 
center will be a view of Mount 
— home of George Washing 
n, 
The one-cent Navy stamp will 
bear also in medallions busts of 
John Paul Jones to the left, and 
of John Barry, to the right. The 
central design will be of the ship 
Bonhomme Richard, which Jones 
commanded. The ship Lexington, 
first command of John Barry, is 
also shown in the center design. 


Brazil decided that the design 
used last year for the stamp issued 
during the international sample fair 
at Rio de Janeiro was just the 
thing, so it is being repeated for 
this year’s exhibition.
